Tractor Pulling Contest

TULARE - Tractor pulling

Tulare. County Fair Manager 
Al Slinde says that two 
categories have been set up- - 
stock tractors and modified 
tractors with weight classes in 
each category.

Kditorial Comment “Sybstantial Gain’ In 1973-74 


WHAT ’7%6 SHOULD MEAN 


As we approach the 200th anniversary of the sign- 
ing of the Declaration of Independence, there is a very 
great need for a renewed understanding of just what 
that Declaration means—to us and to the world—and 
for a revival of the spirit in which it was created, and 
in which the unique political system it engendered 
has since prospered. 

Under the miasma of Watergate and the excesses 
of egocentric revolutions by violence, it is not surpris- 
ing that we may have lost sight of the significance and 
import of what must be the world’s most intellectual 
and beneficial revolution. 

In a thoughtful editorial on the subject not long 
ago the San Francisco Examiner responded to doubters 
in our nation’s ability to survive without drastic altera- 
tion of the political institutions bequeathed by the 
American Revolution. 

The American political system, the Examiner 
pointed out, survived what it considers the much 
greater crises of the Civil War and the Great Depres- 
sion of the 30s; and will survive “the lesser stresses of 
today precisely because the work of the American 
Revolution was so marvelously done.” 

“The French and Russian Revolutions have always 
captured more attention than the American Revolu- 
tion,” the Examiner continued, “because they were 
more cataclysmic, more violent—yes, and more ro- 
mantic. But they were led by fanatics and messianic 
ideologues, not nation-builders. They ended in blood- 
baths, betrayals and new repressions. 

“Only the American Revolution produced an endur- 
ing new order based on individual liberty. Only the 
American Revolution built so well that the resulting 
nation has prospered for two centuries with very little 
change in its basic structure.” 

Why? Because “the American Revolution was led by 
men of moral and intellectual substance. . . Unlike the 
Jacobin plotters and the mindless street mobs of Paris 
or the mortally divided Social Revolutionaries, Men- 
sheviks and Bolsheviks of Moscow and Petrograd, the 
American revolutionaries were moderate, thoughtful 
and united. .. 

“Only men like these (were capable of creating) 
political institutions, each checking and balancing 
the others, able to neutralize man’s fallibility and ele- 
vate man’s nobility.” 

Those institutions, despite the doubters, have not 
lost their logic, their validity. As the Examiner put 
it, “The fact that we can confront our problems with- 
out the need to worry about the stability of our politi- 
cal institutions helps to make us among the most 
blessed of people.” 

This indeed, should be the- guiding inspiration of 


our bicentennial celebration two years hence.

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VISALIA — Tulare County 
Assessor, Carroll Cannon says 
that the 1974-75 assessment roll 
and preliminary tabulations ag- 
ain show a substantial gain in the 
county’s total assessed value 
over the previous year. 

The 1974 preliminary secured 
roll shows a total assessed value 
of $$534,617,273 after regular 
exemptions have been deducted, 
indicating the assessed values to 
be used for rate setting purposes. 
Compared to the 1973 total, this 
indicates a gain of 
approximately $49,461,000. 

Unsecured portion of the roll 
shows a total of $50,586,423 
indicating a gain over 1973 of 
ee $8,590,000 or 

‘0. 

Grand total of the local 
assessment roll is shown to be 
$585 ,203,696 indicating an over 
all gain for the county of ap- 
proximately $58,051,000, which 
represents a total county-wide 
increase of approximately 11%. 
These totals do not include the 
state board utility roll. 

This increase in assessed value 
is due to several factors, Cannon 
says, among them the assessors 
continuing program of equaliz- 


ing property valuations which re- 
flect inflationery effects on the 
value of these properties. re-ap- 
praised for the current assess- 
ment roll. 

Other factors contributing to 
the overall increase would be 
economic growth in several dif- 
ferent property categories such 
as residential, industrial and 
some agricultural properties such 
as the dairy industry plus an in- 
crease in value of those agricult- 
ural properties under the 
Williamson Act due to increase 
in farm income generally. 

However, Cannon says the 
most predominant factor seems 
to be the inflationery effect on 
all properties which is eventually 
reflected in the assessment roll. 

Totals show the largest gain 
within incorporated cities was 
the City of Visalia with 
$12,236,000, followed by the 
City of Porterville with 
$4,748,000 and City of Tulare 
with $3,982,000. 

Further analysis of the totals 
indicate that 43% of the value of 
all improvements and 22% of all 
land values are within the in- 


corporated cities of the county. 


Assessed Value In Tulare County 
Slightly Below Average In State 


SACRAMENTO — Statewide 
average assessment level for the 
various counties of California 
has increased from 23.8 percent 
for 1973 to 24.1 percent for 
1974, according to state board 
of equalization figures. Average 
local property assessment level 
in Tulare county stands at 23.5 
percent of market value. 

All 58 county assessors have 
declared that they are assessing 
at 25 percent of market value as 
required by law, however, a 
county assessor is, in. fact, assess- 
ing at 25% of his latest estimates 
of market value. All of his ap- 
praisals may not be 1974 values, 
since a county assessor may be 
basing many of his assessments 
on appraisals made two or three 
years earlier because of lack of 
staff to revalue all property 
every year. 

The state Board’s figures rep- 


resent the relationship between 
the counties’ total locally assess- 
ed values and the board’s esti- 
mates of the respective market 
value of locally assessable pro- 
perty as of the current year. 

Another area of difference is 
in business equipment and 
inventories. The assessor must 
base his assessments initially on 
unaudited property statements, 
and no assessor has enough staff 
to audit all accounts within the 
four-year statute of limitations. 
The board’s appraisals of pro- 
perties of this type are based on 
current audits in all instances. 

Significance of the figures is 
that a county’s assessment ratio 
is the: key to a number of 
programs involving over $1.7 
billion in state aid to local 
governments, payments by local 
governments to the state, and 
payments by counties to school 
districts.

Business Same, 
Dollar Volume Up 


In First Quarter 


SACRAMENTO —- 
Business in California during the 
first quarter of 1974 changed 
very little from the previous 
year, based on the physical 
volume of merchandise sold 
during the initial quarters of 
both 1973 and 1974, but the 
much higher prices: this year 
pushed sales subject to the sales 
and use tax law 11.5 percent 
higher. 

Data released by the State 
Board of Equalization show that 
taxable sales reached $15.2 
billion during the first three 
months of 1974, $1.6 billion 
higher than the year before. 
State sales and use tax 
collections for this period 
totaled $584.1 million while 
local sales and use tax 
collections 
million for a combined total of 
$786.9 million. This compares 
with a total of $699.0 million in 
total collections during the first 
quarter of 1973. 

The Board’s report shows an 
overall increase in prices of 
consumer goods and _ services 
very close to the growth 
recorded in taxable sales of retail 
stores. Consumer prices during 
the first quarter of 1974 
averaged about 8.5 percent 
above the level of the 
comparable quarter in 1973. 
Prices of food for home 
consumption were up 17 percent 
over the previous year and over 
the past two years they have 
risen 31 percent. 

Taxable sales in Tulare 
county for the first quarter of 
1974 were up 21.9 percent fora 
total of $124,115,000. Sales in 
the principal cities in the county 
were: Visalia, $46,485,000; 
Tulare, $17,625,000 and 
Porterville, 13,841,000. 

The San Joaquin valley led 
the growth rate field for the 
quarter, posting a gain of 22.1 
percent. Northern California and 
the mountain counties showed a 
gain of 13.9 percent, followed 
closely by Southern California 
and the San Francisco Bay area 
both registering gains of 12.2 
percent.

Grain harvest continuing in 
the county; straw being baled;

Cardinal and Perlette table 
grapes are moving to market;

motor-powered boats on the 
lake, and alcoholic beverages. 
Total capacity of family camp 
facilities is 150 persons. 

Underlying concept of the 
“Y” family camp is to provide 
an. opportunity for family 
members to enjoy time together, 
close to nature, in a Christian 
setting. 

Overall “Y” objective at 
Sequoia lake is to “improve 
man’s relationship to himself, to 
his fellowman, to nature, and to 
God ” 


Now in its third year, the 
family camp idea has 
consistently gained in popularity 
and acceptance. This year the 
camp is being operated from 
June 23 to September 2 and 
next year it is likely that a 
second camp on Sequoia lake 
will be devoted to family use. 

This summer six extension 
courses were offered at the camp 
through the University of 
California at Santa Cruz; a 
number of organizations utilize 
the camp; winter activities are 
also programmed there. 

The “Y” family camp is 
administered by the Tulare 
County YMCA, with Jack Wylie, 
general director of the county 
“Y” also working as camp 
director. Program director is 
Cindy Harris, from Santa Cruz, a 
senior at Fresno State university. 

Five “Y” camps at Sequoia 
lake are under joint operation of 
the Sequoia Lake conference, 
composed of Tulare, Fresno and 
Kings county YMCAs. 

Camp Sequoia is the family 
camp; Camp Tulequoia is the 
conference youth camp; Camp 


Gaines, Camp Redwood, and 
Camp Millwood accommodate 
various types of organizations - 
YMCAs from other areas, church 
groups, 4-H, school groups, any 
type of group or organization 
whose program is compatible 
with YMCA philosophy. 

Sequoia lake is located at the 
5,000 foot level in the Sierra, 
just two miles below the 
entrance to Kings Canyon 
National park on Highway 180. 
The area has great scenic beauty 
and is rich in historic lore of 
early-day logging.
